A NON-ENrO«CED TIIEATT 


TUB NBBVOUS SYSTEM 


It may b« doubted 11 there Is enythlns that the 
rest ol the world wUl do to sUy Oermany's deter¬ 
mination In puUlnt compulsory mlUtary tralnlnc 
Into ellect among her people. The former Allied 
Powers ha»e delayed lor too long In bringing 
about a revision of the Treaty of Versailles. Oer- 
many has taken the matter Into her own hands. 
She has, by her actloiu, declared that treaty a 
scrap of paper, and It U doubtful If aU the con¬ 
versations that may be projected will Induce her 
to change her mind. What the conversations can 
do, however, la to reach a modus vlvendl whereby 
Germany hereafter will be considered an equal 
partner In any concert for the malnterrance of 
^ace In Europe. This la an eventuality which 
might as well be faced now as Germany has made 
It clear that she purposes no longer to be regarded 
as In a position ol Inferiority among'the states 
of Europe. 

The British note of protest against the Ger¬ 
man action In lenewing compulsory mlllUry 
training Is being criticised for Its mildness. It 
may be assumed that protest was In the nature 
of a formality. BriUln, finding all her gestures 
towards disarmament unavailing, haa become a 
realist again In her policies. Her statesmen are 
now convinced that It Is Impossible to keep Ger¬ 
many In the position of an underdog. Under her 
present Government It is only on the basis of 
^.laiiiy with any other nation that Germany will 
engage In full and free participation In Interna¬ 
tional affairs. That Is a fact that must be recog¬ 
nised. The coercive measures ol the Treaty of 
Versailles have gone the way of reparations. 
There may still be declarations from Prance, or 
Brltahi. or Italy that the treaty must sUnd until 
formally resemded. The plain evidence of fact, 
however. Is superior to any declaration. Ger¬ 
many corulders that her sense of national unity 
Is strong enough to cancel the treaty on her own 
behglf, Tljat U ^ attitude which will ddnfront 
Sir John Simon ami Hr.'AntlToniriMlen WhrtI thlT 
open their conversations with the Government at 
Berlin 


There Is always something new In the a nn ua l 
reports of the British Medical Research Council, 
and that for lS3t again displays the mechanism 
of life m a new light. Research work Is In a con¬ 
stant state of flux: It Is always reacbmg out In 
new directions, but for ever on the basis of the 
knowledge now possessed. The latest report deals 
with the working of the nervous system in a way 
likely to upset many preconceived Ideas on the 
subject. The finding now made by Sir Henry 
Dale Is that ‘ messages" which pass along the 
nervcs.*'ef!^t the liberation of stored-up chem¬ 
ical substanceg which, 
about actions of various kinds.” It la a piew con¬ 
ception that the nervous mechanism mcludes a 
chemical mechanism; In.other words, that nerves 
and chemicals are partners. 

The discovery, regarded as a valuable one In 
the advancement of medical science, has now 
decreed a new eoncepUoa respecting glands. 
Hereafter, or perhaps only for the thna batafi.^ 
they will be studied In connection with the elab¬ 
oration of special chemicals. The London Times 
points out that the synthesis of function does 
not stop at the ductless glands. Foodstuffs are 
also Included In Its scope. "Thus." says The Times, 
"there is slowly emerging a picture of the rela¬ 
tionship between nerves and glands on the one 
hand and nerves and vitamins on the other. 
Upon this relationship perhaps depends In some 
degree the body’s resistance to disease as well as 
Its capacity to react to stimuli of various kinds.” 
There are no fixed principles of study laid down. 
What has been dleeovcred through research is 
an Indication of the rapidity of change In view¬ 
point. Similarly, The Times says. Ideas are chang¬ 
ing about food, about the action of bacteria, 
about virus Infection and about the way tn which 
the body maintains Its health. In all these mat¬ 
ters no final opinlotu are possible. Medicine 
remains an experimental science, but one always 
advancing In the beneficial effects It bestows %n 
mankind.

THAT S4.9M.9M BRIDGE 

It Is probably no exaggeration to say that the 
vast majority of the people of British Columbia 
are opposed to the expenditure of $4,000,000 for 
the building of a toll-bridge over the Fraser River 
at New Westminster to replace the present bridge. 
Exactly the same majority is averse to the pro* 
posaJi made for its construction, now the subject 
of letlslatlon. If the work were an Imperative 
necessity there could be no logical objection to 
the outlay, although it appears excessive. The 
bridge can, however, be very well dispensed with. 
St least for the time being, and when built the 
contract should be awarded to a substantial con¬ 
tracting Arm whose reputation for work of this 
ctiaracter is beyond question. 

The Oovemment has not. in any sense of the 
word. Justified this legislation. It is a gresl pity 
thst in connection with the Bill now before the 
Legislature, as affecting Its terms, there should 
have been abuse and Innuendo. That is beside 
the question. The issue is one as to whether the 
new bridge is needed or not. and If the Province’s 
finances warrant the outlay that is proposed. No 
one who Is aware of the state of Provincial 
finances can believe that an outlay of $4,000,000 
for a toll-bridxe is JuaUAed. Whatever repaira 
are needed to strengthen the present bridge can 
be undertaken. A new bridge can well await the 
advent of more favorable Anancial conditions. 

It is not extraordinary that such strong oppo¬ 
sition should have developed in the Legislature to 
the project. The opposition is stronger still 
throughout the province. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the Oovemment, in insisting on this leg¬ 
islation. la flying In the face of public opinion. 
It la wholly Its owA concern if it is determined to 
do this, but it should be remembered that it is the 
people's money that la to be expended. From the 
standpoint of political expediency the Oovern-

While ihe Opposition In the Brlliah Columbia 
Lrglalature, with one or two exceptions, la so ef¬ 
fete tn debating skill It la not an easy matter to 
bring before the people of the Provinee the lerl- 
ouaneas of aome of the legialation now being con¬ 
sidered. Thu U expectally the Case In the matter 
pf the Bill which proposes to repudiate, In part, 
the Inlereat obligations on Prince Rupert bonds. 
There li no other word to apply to what la pur¬ 
posed save repudlaUon. The statement la made 
that gS per cent of the bondholders have agreed 
to a conversion of bonds on a 4 per rent bails 
over a period of twenty years. The other 37 per 
cent have not been reached and their assent ts 
lacking. They ran tsUte legal action to rtrover 
what ta due to them If the conversion plan Is ap¬ 
proved and Implemented. The Legislature, If It 
agreet to such action, will deal a definite blow at 
the credit ot the Province.
